Voter  turnout 
fails  to  meet 
expectations

Tuesday’s  voting  fell  short  of  the  ASBYU 
Election  Committee’s  .  expected  turnout  of 
3,000. 

Just  over  1,800  voters  turned  out  for  the 
first  day’s  voting,  but  the  Election 
Committee  is  still  optimistic  that 
Wednesday’s  voting  results  will  be  larger. 

The  tally  of  Wednesday’s  voting  was  not 
available  at  press  time. 

In  other  campaign  developments,  two  of 
Russ  Dixon’s  campaigns  signs  were  missing 
Wednesday. 

Ray  Smith,  elections  committee  chairman, 
said  he  was  pleased  with  the  first  day’s 
turnout,  and  expected  a  heavier  turnout  each 
of  the  remaining  days  of  the  election. 

A  thermometer  sign,  indicating  the 
percentage  of  students  who  have  voted,  has 
been  placed  in  the  Wilkinson  Center  voting 
area  to  chart  progress. 

Students  who  voted  Wednesday  listed  duty 
and  a  chance  to  have  a  voice  in  student 
government  as  reasons  for  participating  in  the 
election. 

“I  felt  I  had  a  responsibility  to  vote  and  to 
at  least  support  the  system,”  said  Tom 
Gruwell,  a  senior  in  political  science  from 
Burley,  Idaho. 

A  Preston,  Idaho  senior  majoring  in  civil 
engineering,  Steve  Jensen,  voted  for  much  the 
same  reason.  “I  just  felt  obligated,”  he  said. 

Voting  reasons 

Other  students  interviewed  were  more 
definite  in  their  reasoning. 


“This  is  one  of  the  major  ways  we  have  of 
saying  what  goes  on  in  school,”  said  Sandy 
Keh,  a  freshman  in  psychology  from  San 
Francisco,  Calif. 

Dean  Fitches,  a  junior  in  electrical 
engineering  now  living  in  Springville,  voted 
for  a  different  reason.  Fitches  said  that  while 
he  was  in  California,  he  failed  to  vote  in  an 
election  that  was  determined  by  a  single  vote. 
He  said  that  since  that  time  when  he  feels  he 
won’t  vote,  he  thinks  that  maybe  his  vote  will 
be  the  deciding  one. 

“It’s  important  that  everyone  vote,”  he 
said. 

Most  of  the  students  interviewed  indicated 
that  the  presidential  race  was  the  one  they 
felt  to  be  most  important. 

Lori  Hamad,  a  sophomore  in  nursing  from 
Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  voted  “through  a  process 
of  elimination.”  She  said  that  in  some  offices, 
she  could  disqualify  some  of  the  candidates 
and  then  vote  for  the  other  one. 

Students  made  their  decisions  about  who 
to  vote  for  through  various  methods, 
including  reading  the  campaign  literature,  and 
posters,  and  talking  with  the  campaigners. 

Signs  missing 

The  Dixon  signs  were  discovered  missing 
from  a  yard  just  north  of  the  Marriott  Center 
and  in  the  quad  north  of  Eyring  Science 
Center.

Hopefuls' 
health  plan 
'unfeasible'

While  both  ASBYU 
presidential  candidates  were 
stressing  the  needed  for  a 
health  plan  for  married 
students’  dependents 
Wednesday,  the  BYU  Health 
Center’s  director  said  such  a 
plan  —  on  campus  at  least  — 
is  “highly  unfeasible.” 

Russ  Dixon  said  the 
statement,  made  by  Dr. 
Cloyd  Hofheins,  did  not 
change  his  plans,  since  his 
platform  proposes 
establishment  of  an 
off-campus  program. 

Randy  Sloat  said  his 
primary  goal  was  simply  to 


ASBYU  officers  to  get

ASBYU  officers  will  have  the  power  to  sign 
campus  purchase  orders  next  fall  whether  the 
revised  Constitution  is  passed  or  not, 
according  to  Ombudsman  Steve  Madsen. 

Many  students  feel  that  passage  of  the 
revised  Constitution  will  give  ASBYU  officers 
an  unchecked  hand  in  spending  their 
allocated  funds,  Madsen  said. 

He  explained  the  signing  authority  has 
already  been  given  to  next  fall’s  council 
members  by  the  administration  as  a  result  of 
a  recommendation  from  the  Financial 
Services  Office. 

My  changing  the  word  “supervision”  to 
“insuring”  in  the  revised  Constitution, 
Madsen  said  the  documents  will  merely  be 
brought  in  line  with  policies  already  in  use  by 
the  university. 

“This  ‘controversy’  should  be  cleared  up, 
especially  since,  in  fact,  none  exists,”  Madsen 


said.  “The  change  has  been  made  for  next 
year,  and  students  shouldn’t  be  led  to  believe 
that  voting  one  way  or  another  on  the 
Constitution  will  change  it  back.” 

Madsen  also  indicated  each  ASBYU  officer 
must  have  his  prospective  budget  approved 
by  both  the  Finance  Office  Budget 
Committee  and  the  Executive  Council.  This 
insures  against  an  officer  spending  his  funds 
irresponsibly,  Madsen  said. 

Madsen  served  on  the  sub-committee  that 
revised  the  constitution.  He  said  he  sees  the 
change  in  policy  as  a  positive  step  in 
streamlining  ASBYU  government. 

“Having  the  individual  officers  responsible 
for  the  correct  expenditure  of  the  budget 
alloted  to  them  places  the  burden  where  it 
should  be,”  Madsen  explained. 

The  Finance  Office  will  assist  each  officer 
in  developing  its  budget,  and  also  see  that  the 
correct  procedures  are  being  followed, 
Madsen  added.

The  offer  was  also  rejected  because  “We 
feel  it  is  unwise  to  enter  into  a  land 
acquisition  in  which  Wilderness  will  have 
control  of  building  design  requirements,”  the 
letter  said.  “Such  control  could  hinder  our 
rate  of  development  which  is  critical  in  your 
proposal  since  our  land  reverts  back  to  you  if 
we  do  not  meet  a  development  time 
schedule.” 

The  letter  also  said  Wilderness  has 
capitalized  into  its  accounts  funds  which 
Billings  spent  to  have  the  state  property 
declared  surplus.  Since  Billings  has  received 
no  benefit  from  those  funds,  he  felt  it  was 
unfair  that  he  should  pay  Wilderness 
Associates  additional  money  to  reimburse 
expenses  incurred  in  acquiring  the  land. 

The  long,  narrow  shape  of  the  proposed 
property  was  also  unsuitable  for  the  research 
park,  the  letter  said. 

The  Billings  Energy  has  decided  to  build 
the  research  park  on  the  Ironton  property 
recently  acquired  from  BYU,  the  letter  said. 
There  are  some  problems  associated  with 
building  the  project  that  far  from  BYU',  the 
letter  said,  but  “We  feel  that  it  will  be  easier 
to  contend  with  those  problems  than  to  build 
a  research  park  under  the  conditions  of  your 
proposal.”

Dallin  Oaks  issued  a 
statement  Wednesday  asking 
all  students  who  have  not  yet 
paid  their  pledge  toward 
Telefund  to  “fulfill  their 
commitment  this  semester.”

The  library  is  expected  to 
be  completed  in  October,  so 
all  contributions  must  be 
turned  in  as  quickly  as 
possible,  Smith  said. 

Pres.  Oaks  addressed  the 
following  letter  to  the 
student  body: 

“In  November,  thousands 
of  you  were  contacted  by 
telephone  and  asked  to 
pledge  a  contribution  to  help 
build  the  addition  to  the 
Harold  B.  Lee  Library.  Many 
of  you  responded  with  a 


pledge,  for  which  I  am 
grateful.  However,  as  of 
today,  only  $32,000  of  the 
$86,500  that  was  pledged  has 
actually  been  paid. 

“If  you  have  paid,  please 
know  how  we  appreciate 
your  contribution.

No  dip  seen  in  local  gas  prices 


While  gas  prices  may  be  tumbling  at 
pumps  across  the  country,  local 
distributers  and,  station  managers  said 
Wednesday  there  is  no  indication  of  a 
tumble  for  the  Provo  market. 

Meanwhile,  a  nationwide  survey 
Wednesday  by  the  Associated  Press 
showed  scattered  reports  of  price  wars, 
particularly  in  the  West  and  Midwest 
with  motorists  switching  stations  at  the 
drop  of  a  penny. 

However,  reports  indicate  Provo  may 
see  a  price  increase  instead. 

Paul  Gillman  of  a  local  distribution 
company  said  he  hasn’t  heard  of  prices 
going  down  and  that  things  are  stable  in 
the  Provo  area. 

Assistant  manager  of  a  local  service 


station,  Jeff  Pollock,  said  he  has  seen  no 
drop  in  prices,  and  foresees  none,  saying 
that  his  prices  may  be  going  up  15 
cents. 

Prices  for  regular  gasoline  generally 
range  from  45  to  60  cents  a  gallon, 
several  cents  below  last  fall’s  levels  and 
in  a  few  instances,  even  cheaper  than 
last  March. 

Phil  Norman  is  the  manager-lessee  of  a 
self-service  Gulf  station  in  Los  Angeles. 
Noman  said  his  prices  have  come  down 
sincylast  September  partly  because  of  a 
decrease  at  the  wholesale  level.  “Gulf 
dropped  a  penny,  and  I  dropped 
another  penny,”  he  said. 

When  asked  if  there  was  a  gas  war, 
Noman  exclaimed,  “You’d  better 


believe  it.” 

Industry  and  government  experts 
attribute  the  drop  to  an  abundant 
supply  of  gasoline  resulting  from 
conservation  efforts,  economic 
conditions  and  a  mild  winter  enabling 
companies  to  cut  production  of  heating 
oil,  according  to  A.P. 

Major  oil  companies  traditionally  have 
sold  excess  gasoline  to  independent 
operators  for  less  than  they  charged 
their  franchised  dealers. 

The  pattern  changed  during  the 
gasoline  shortage  and  brand-name  gas 
often  was  cheaper  than  fuel  sold  by 
independents.  Now,  franchised  dealers 
are  again  paying— and  charging— higher 
prices.

Unemployment  in  Utah 
drops  tenth  of  per  cent 


Economist 
will  speak 
on  history 


Another  drop  in  Utah  unemployment  has 
signaled  continued  economic  recovery  in  the 

State 


The  Utah  Job  Service  said  the  state’s 
unemployment  rate  dropped  another  tenth  of 
a  per  cent  in  February  to  6.4  per  cent  of  the 
labor  force. 

The  state’s  jobless  rate  has  dropped  steadily 
since  last  June  when  it  reached  a  high  of  7.9 
per  cent. 

The  Job  Service  said  the  improved 
employment  market  enabled  it  to  place  19 
per  cent  more  applicants  in  jobs  this 
February  than  last.  However,  the  state  paid 
$4.9  million  in  unemployment  compensation, 
about  the  same  as  last  year. 

Joyce  Sylva,  an  employe  of  the  Provo 
Employment  Center,  said  with  the  spring  and 
summer  months  just  ahead,  more  jobs  will  be 
opening  and  the  unemployment  rate  will 


naturally  drop  with  the  coming  of  good 
weather. 

She  said,  however,  the  number  of  jobs  that 
are  taken  depends  on  the  number  of  people 
that  are  willing  to  work. 

“Those  kind  of  people  are  hard  to  find,” 
she  said.  “Many  people  would  rather  collect 
unemployment  than  to  work  at  a  steady  job.” 

Mrs.  Sylva  said  the  employment  situation 
in  Provo  is  different  that  most  Utah  areas 
because  Provo  is  a  college  community. 

“Many  employers  would  prefer  to  hire  two 
student  part-time  employes  than  one 
full-time  employe,”  she  said.  “That  way  they 
don’t  have  to  pay  increased  salaries  or 
provide  any  of  the  benefits  that  a  full-time 
employe  generally  receives.” 

She  added  that  while  some  employers  like 
to  hire  students,  others  “don’t  want  anything 
to  do  with  them.”

Icanlon,  assistant  station  manager  of  KBYU-FM,  reads  a  newspaper  for  a  special 
■and"  broadcast  to  the  blind  and  physically  handicapped. 


Through  a  phenomenon  known  as  “sideband,”  a  new  radio 
program  from  BYU’s  KBYU-FM  station  allows  the  blind  and 
physically  handicapped  to  hear  daily  newspapers  read  over 
the  air  for  four  hours  each  day. 

Sponsored  by  the  Utah  State  Library  Commission’s 
Division  for  the  Blind  and  Physiclly  Handicapped,  the 
six-days-a-week  broadcasts  are  aired  from  7-9  a.m.  and  7-9 
p.m.  with  both  Salt  Lake  City  newspapers  as  the  main 
sources  for  the  program.  Other  newspapers  will  also  be 
added,  according  to  station  manager  Jay  Monsen.  Reception 
range  is  from  Nephi  to  Brigham  City. 

.  “Student  volunteers  are  reading  everything  from  the  front 
page  national  and  local  news  to  classified  ads,  sales  and 
obituaries,”  Monsen  said.  “Although  the  service  is  still  in  its 
first  month,  we  are  still  getting  some  of  the  problems 
straightened  out  in  this  experimental  program.” 

“Sideband  is  like  taking  a  section  of  a  cable  to  use  for 
reading  the  newspapers,”  Monsen  said.  It  does  not  interfere 
with  the  regular  FM  broadcasts. 

“Ordinary  FM  radios  cannot  pick  up  the  sideband 
broadcasts,”  the  manager  pointed  out.  “It  takes  a  special 
type  of  receiver  which  is  being  made  available  to  the  blind 
and  physically  handicapped  through  the  Library  Commission 
in  Salt  Lake  City  and  is  free  of  charge  to  the  patrons.” 

More  than  600  special  receivers  have  been  sent  out  to 
patrons  who  wanted  to  listen  to  the  broadcasts.  A  total  of  24 
receivers  are  being  used  by  BYU  students. 

Monsen  observed  that  this  system  could  open  a  whole  new 
avenue  for  listening  to  events  that  would  aid  the  blind  and 
physically  handicapped  to  know  what  is  going  on  in  the 
world  about  them.  Stations  throughout  the  United  States  are 
providing  this  service  (some  up  to  18  hours)  for  the  blind. 
KBYU-FM  is  the  first  station  in  Utah  to  initiate  the  sideband 
broadcasts.

Their  correspon¬ 
dence,  however,  reveals  not 
only  this  romantic  love  but 
an  intellectual  and  critical 
influence  upon  the  works 
that  gained  their  respective 
places  in  English  literature.

Unemployed  sports  pros 
wait  in  line  for  checks

NEW  YORK  -  Can  you 
imagine  Johnny  Bench,  Fran 
Tarkenton,  Bobby  Orr  and 
Rick  Barry  standing  in  line, 
waiting  for  their 
unemployment  paychecks? 

Don’t  laugh:  it’s  possible. 

Because  most  of  them  are 
paid  on  a  seasonal  basis, 
professional  athletes  are 
technically  eligible  for; 
unemployment  benefits, 
according  to  an  official  of  the 
Department  of  Labor. 

Robert  Seebol,  associate 
regional  administrator  of  the 
employment  training 
administration,  said  that  a 
player’s  income  during  the 
period  he  is  paid  by  his  team 
would  not  enter  into  the 
question  of  his  eligibility  for 
unemployment  benefits. 

Several  Milwaukee  Brewers 
players  have  been  receiving 
benefits,  according  to  Bud 
Seling,  president  of  the 
baseball  team. 

“Normally,  yes,  they  would 
be  eligible,”  said  Seebol. 
“High  earnings  would  not  bar 
them  from  receiving  benefits 
during  the  period  when  they 
are  not  employed.” 

The  key  to  the  whole 
matter  is  the  period  of 
paydays  for  pro-athletes. 

Most  baseball  players  are 


normally  paid  twice  a  month 
starting  from  April  15  and 
running  through  the  end  of 
the  season.  They  are  not  paid 
in  the  off-season.  The  same  is 
true  for  football  players, 
most  of  whom  are  paid  over 
the  14-week  schedule  of  the 
regular  season  from 
September  until  December. 
Almost  all  hockey  and 
basketball  players  also  receive 
their  salaries  twice  a  month 
during  the  season. 

There  are,  of  course, 
exceptions.  Some  players 
choose  to  be  paid  on  a 
12-month  basis  to  assure  a 
regular  income  all  year  long. 
They  would  not  be  eligible 
for  unemployment  benefits. 
But  technically,  said  Seebol, 
when  athletes  are  not 
receiving  paychecks  from 
their  clubs,  they  are 
unemployed. 

“Each  case  is  taken 


individually,”  the  Labor 
Department  official  said. 
“The  claims  examiner  would 
look  at  the  applicant’s 
over-all  salary.  He  would  have 
to  be  available  for  suitable 
work  and  if  he  was  not 
looking  for  work,  they’d 
probably  give  him  a  hard 
time.” 

Seebol  said  the  only  way  to 
prevent  athletes  from 
applying  for  benefits  would 
be  to  have  a  specific 
statement  written  into  the 
law  dealing  with  maximum 
annual  income  levels. 

Most  major  leaguers  don’t 
apply  for  benefits,  according 
to  one  agent  who  handles 
basketball  and  hockey 
players.  “But  it’s  a  very 
common  practice  for  junior 
hockey  players  in  Canada  and 
many  minor  leaguers,  who 
aren’t  making  big  salaries.” 


The  BYU  wrestling  season 
draws  to  a  close  with  five 
Cougars  competing  in  the 
NCAA  championships  today 
through  Saturday  at  the 
University  of  Arizona.

Orme,  a  sophomore  from 
Idaho  Falls,  improved  his 
record  to  17-6  by  upsetting 


defending  champion  Steve 
Pivac  of  Colorado  State,  6-3, 
in  the  WAC  finals.  At  one 
time  the  aggressive  redhead 
was  1-3  and  as  late  as  early 
January  was  only  5-5,  but  he 
won  his  final  eight  matches  of 
the  year. 

Sanderson,  a  senior  from 
Pleasant  Grove  and  the 
Cougars’  captain,  had  the 
easiest  time  of  any  WAC 
champion  with  a  fall  and 
decisions  of  4-0  and  13-1.  He 
goes  into  the  NCAA  meet 
with  a  record  of  27-3  and  a 
win  streak  of  nine. 

Albright  came  through  with 
an  impressive  performance  in 
the  finals  against  previously 
unbeaten  John  Hanshaw  of 
Arizona,  last  year’s  WAC 
champ  at  142.

It  affects  only  the  two  pitchers  this

The  next  official  bargaining  session  is 
set  for  Friday  in  St.  Petersburg,  Fla. 

“False  information”  charged 

In  Tuesday’s  session.  Miller  charged 
the  owners  with  “negotiating  over  our 
heads,”  and  issuing  false  information. 

Miller  said  one  club  attempted  to  put 
out  a  phony  survey  of  its  players,  and 
said  the  recent  public  statements  of 
several  players  was  proof  that  the 
owners  were  conducting  a  “campaign  of 
false  information.” 

Miller  said  a  major  problem  remaining 


was  the  owners  insistence  that  he 
retroactively  strip  his  players  of  their 
rights  won  in  the  Seitz  decision  and  now 
upheld  in  two  federal  courts. 

Miller  said  taking  away  the  players 
rights  would  open  the  union  to 
potential  damage  suits.  He  made  two 
suggestions  to  end  the  problem. 

One  would  try  to  get  the  players  to 
waive  their  rights  won  in  the  Seitz 
decision. 

The  second  is  for  Miller  to  get 
permission  to  allow  teams  and  players 
to  negotiate  a  special  promise  in 
individual  contracts  that  the  player  will 
not  play  out  his  option  for  an 
agreed-upon  number  of  years. 

Meanwhile  the  197  6  season  is 
threatened.  Owners  have  said  they  will 
not  open  the  spring  training  camps  until 
an  agreement  is  reached  or  progress  is 
made  toward  one. 

Thus  far  commissioner  Bowie  Kuhn 
has  stayed  virtually  out  of  the  situation. 
He  said,  “I  continue  to  urge  daily 
meetings  between  the  two  sides  in  an 
effort  to  get  this  thing  solved.”

Excitement,  injuries 
make  up  Y  cage  season 


For  better  or  for  worse, 
BYU’s  basketball  season  came 
to  an  end  last  week,  but  not 
before  the  Cougars  proved 
they  could  make  up  in 
excitement  what  they  may 
have  lacked  in  wins  and  losses. 

In  the  eyes  of  first-year 
coach  Frank  Arnold,  at  least, 
the  number  of  BYU  victories 
fell  short  of  expectations. 
The  Cougars’  overall  record 
will  go  into  the  books  as 
12-14,  an  identical  mark  as 
last  year’s  finish. 

However,  four  of  the 
Cougars’  league  losses  came 
by  a  combined  margin  of 
only  five  points.  In  another 
couple  of  games  BYU  had  a 
comfortable  lead  in  the  late 
stages  of  the  game  before 
victory  dissolved  into  defeat. 
Had  those  four  close  ones 
been  reversed,  the  Cougars 
would  have  had  a  1 0-4  league 
record. 

But  that’s  all  history  now 
and  Coach  Arnold  was  back 
on  the  recruiting  trail  the  day 
after  the  season  ended.  He  is 
looking  for  four  or  five 
players  to  replace  the  four 
seniors  graduating  from  this 
year’s  team. 

“Overall,  I  think  we  were 
able  to  accomplish  some 
significant  things  this  past 
season,”  said  Arnold  “I’m 


satisfied  we  were  able  to 
establish  a  good  foundation 
to  build  on  in  the  future  and 
I  felt  we  were  a  much  better 
team  the  longer  we  were  able 
to  work  together.” 

Injuries  and  illness  may  have 
altered  the  outcome.  Knee 
problems  slowed  Terry  Gugat 
before  he  left  the  squad  and 
Veryl  Law,  starting  guard  on 
last  year’s  team,  missed  a  half 
dozen  games  because  of 
illness.  Veryl  scored  only  14 
points  in  the  final  12  games 
of  the  season. 


Another  regular,  Mark 
Handy,  suffered  a  detached 
retina  midway  through  the 
WAC  season,  and  was  out  for 
the  balance  of  the  season. 

As  a  team,  The  Cougars 
out-shot  their  opponents 
from  the  field,  out-rebounded 
them  and  out-scored  them 
overall.  The  Mountain  Cats 
shot  .467  from  the  field, 
shaded  opponents  4.5 
rebounds  per  game  and  had  a 
slight  one-point  edge  in 
offense  over  defense. 


Rangers  practice 
despite  agreement 


POMPANO  BEACH,  Fla. 
(AP)  -  Texas  Rangers 
officials  are  violating  the 
spirit  of  major  league  baseball 
owners’  agreement  to  lock 
out  players  from  spring 
training,  Gabe  Paul,  president 
of  the  New  York  Yankees, 
says. 

Paul  said  Tuesday  he  has 
filed  a  complaint  with  the 
American  League  that  he 
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believes  management  of  the 
Texas  Rangers  is  organizing 
and  supervising  workouts  for 
the  team  on  a  softball  field 
here. 

The  Rangers  have  23 
players,  more  than  any  other 
major  league  team,  in  town 
working  out  on  their  own.  By 
comparison,  the  Yankees, 
who  train  down  the  road  at 
Fort  Lauderdale,  had  only 
four  players  present. 

Rangers  player 
representative  Bill  Singer 
issued  a  statement  Tuesday 
saying  the  players  are 
working  out  strictly  on  their 
own  without  help  from 
management  personnel. 

Major  league  owners, 
currently  in  a  dispute  with 
players  over  the  reserve 
clause,  are  staging  a  lockout 
of  training  camps  which  team 
officials  or  managers 
participate. 

Paul  said  he  called  Rangers 
owner  Brad  Corbett  and 
General  Manager  Danny 
O’Brien  to  complain  that 
someone  from  management 
had  to  be  organizing  or 
supervising  the  workouts. 

“When  23  players  can  get 
together  and  work  out  at  the 
same  place,  in  this  situation, 
it  has  to  be  more  than  a 
coincidence,”  said  PAUL. 
“Either  we’re  owners  and 
management  all  together  in 
this  or  we’re  not.  .  .This  is  a 
clear  violation  of  what  the 
owners  decided.

Three  games,  including  BYU’s 
victorious  match  with  WAC 
champ  Arizona,  went  into 
overtime.  Of  the  remaining 
games,  eight  were  decided  by 
one  point,  four  by  two 
points,  and  three  by  three 
points. 

BYU  had  won  more  than 
its  share  of  cliff-hangers, 
losing  by  one  point  to 
Arizona,  whom  the  Cougars 
beat  in  a  later  game  in 
overtime.  The  Cougars  were 
nudged  by  one  point  in  both 
games  against  UTEP,  as  the 
Miners  went  on  to  finish 
second  in  the  WAC.  BYU  also 
was  defeated  by  one  basket  in 
games  with  Utah  and  Utah 
State,  but  later  slipped  Utah  a 
loss  of  its  own  with  a 


one-point  victory  over  the 
Utes  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

WAC  coaches  took  to  the 
road  as  soon  as  last  weekend’s 
statistics  were  in,  looking  for 
recruits  to  fill  in  some  definite 
holes  in  conference  lineups. 

BYU  was  less  hard  hit  by 
graduation  than  most  league 
teams,  losing  part-time 
starters  Troy  Jones  and  Chris 
Williams,  and  reserves  Reed 
Noble  and  Stewart 
Walkenhorst.  Back  next 
season  for  the  Cougars  will  be 
Jay  Cheesman,  Mark  Handy, 
Steve  Craig,  Vance  and  Veryl 
Law,  Verne  Thompson,  Tim 
Mould,  Misho  Ostarcevic  and 
Craig  Christensen. 

Arizona  loses  Al  Fleming,  a 
frequent  leading  scorer,  and 
Jim  Rappis,  both  four-year 
starters.  UTEP  starters  John 
Saffle,  Ted  Williams,  and 
Gary  Brewster  will  leave  the 
Miners’  bench  for  good. 
Brewster,  who  missed  the 
final  three  games  of  the 
season  because  of  a  back 
problem,  was  operated  on  last 
week  for  removal  of  a  slipped 
disc. 

New  Mexico  Coach  Norm 
Ellenberger  saw  his  bench 


virtually  wiped  out  last  week 
as  five  top  Lobo  players,  all 
blacks,  quit  the  team  after 
issuing  an  ultimatum  to 
school  administrators  which 
asked  for  Ellenberger’s 
dismissal  on  grounds  of 
favoritism  and  discrimination. 
New  Mexico  administrators 
say  Ellenberger,  who  has  two 
years  left  on  his  contract,  will 
stay. 

Arizona  State,  which 
captured  a  dismal  seventh 
place  finish  in  the  WAC,  loses 
top  team  scorer  and 
rebounder  Scott  Lloyd  and 
starters  Gary  Jackson  and 
Ken  Wright. 

Utah  will  lose  Chas  Menatti 
and  Doug  Terry,  both 
starters,  while  last-place 
finisher  Wyoming  loses 
starters  Jack  Adam,  Craig 
Shanor  and  John  Robinson. 

Colorado  State,  finishing  in 
a  tie  for  fifth  place,  will  join 
New  Mexico  in  playing  with  a 
virtually  brand-new  team 
next  season.  CSU  loses  Ron 
Bouldin,  Lorenzo  Cash,  Brian 
Kopsa,  Terry  Larew,  and 
Barry  Sabas,  all  of  whom 
started.

Jeff  Judkins  took  WAC 
scoring  honors  in  1975-76. 
Cash  averaged  19.7  points  in 
14  league  games  to  take  the 
title  for  conference  play, 
while  Judkins  won  overall, 
averaging  19.4  points  a  game, 
the  third  best  ever  by  a  Utah 
sophomore.
